fession, was rendered acute by the war; literally 
thousands flocked into the Government service 
and into business. From all present indications 
they have little inclination to return. School Life,' 
which is the organ of the Bureau of Education, 
lately made inquiries of former teachers now in, 
the employ of the War Risk Insurance Bureau. 
Of tho 272 wha replied only 9 per cent, admitted 
an intention to take up teaching again; 40 pel- 
cent, apparently have hopes of escaping the 
schoolroom; they say that their decision "will 
depend upon conditions;" of pur ront. say that 
they will not return, <omc of them registering 
"an emphatic 'No'." 


To all who remember tfie esteem in which 


school teachers were once held in American life, 
and who realize tH narrow existence of the Gov- 
ernment emplovc, this preference will come as a 
shock.

None of them has 
more than thirty days' vacation and ten days' 
sick leave. In 1918-19 school teachers received 
for their nine months' labors $856 in elmentary 
grades, $9."il in intermediate grades and $1,224 in 
high schools. Advances in salary made during 
the past year considerably increase these figures,
